comprises, 
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at least one user interface object for defining at least one condition for the 
electronic message handling rule, wherein a drop down menu is adjacent to the 
at least one condition, wherein, in response to selecting the drop down menu, a 
list of entries displays customized conditions for the electronic message handling 
rule based on the identified context; 

at least one user interface object for defining at least one action to be 
performed when the at least one condition is satisfied, wherein the at least one 
action to be performed comprises at least one of the following: displaying a new 
item alert window, selecting a sound, playing the selected sound, previewing the 
selected sound, moving an e-mail message to a selected folder, speaking 
selected text, and previewing the selected text: and 

an advanced user interface object for defining the electronic message 
handling rule that contains all of the possible actions and all of the possible 
conditions .

3. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim [[2]] 1, wherein the at least 
one or mor e user interface object obj e ct s for defining the at least one or mor e condition 
cond i t i ons for the electronic message handling rule are a subset of all of the possible 
conditions for the electronic message handling rule. 
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5. {Currently Amended) The method of Claim [[2]] 1, wherein the at least 
one or mor e user interface object obj e cts for defining the at least one or mor e condition 
condit i ons for the electronic message handling rule comprise a user interface object for 
setting a condition for the electronic message handling rule based on the identity of a 
sender of the received electronic mail message. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim [[2]] 1, wherein the at least 
one or mor e user interface object obj e cts for defining the at least one or more condition 
condit i ons for the electronic message handling rule comprise a user interface object for 
setting a condition for the electronic message handling rule based on a subject of the 
received electronic mail message. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim [[2]] 1, wherein the at least 
one or mor e user interface object obj e cts for defining the at least one or mor e condition 
cond i t i ons for the electronic message handling rule comprise a user interface object for 
setting a condition for the electronic message handling rule based on the identity of at 
least one or mor e intended recipient r e c i pients of the electronic mail message.

30, wherein the simplified user interface contains at least one commonly utilized action 
to be performed. 

32. (Currently Amended) A system for providing a user interface for defining 
an electronic message handling rule, the system comprising: 

a memory storage; and 

a processing unit coupled to the memory storage, wherein the processing unit is 
operative to: 

receive a request to create the electronic message handling rule, wherein 
receiving the request to create the electronic message handling rule comprises 
receiving the request to create the electronic message handling rule from a user 
interface button displayed within an electronic message reading pane; 

in response to the request, identify a context in which the request to create 
the electronic message handling rule was received wherein the identified context 
comprises a context selected from the list comprising one of the following: 
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reading an e-mail message, selecting a received electronic mail message, 
selecting an electronic mail message ready to be sent, creating an electronic mail 
message, creating an alert subscription, receiving a subscription alert, and 
selecting a name; and 

providing a user interface for defining the electronic message handling rule, 
wherein the contents of the user interface are customized based on the identified 
contex t, wherein the user interface for defining the electronic message handling rule 
comprises. 

at least one user interface object for defining at least one condition for the 
electronic message handling rule, wherein a drop down menu is adjacent to the 
at least one condition, wherein, in response to selecting the drop down menu, a 
list of entries displays customized conditions for the electronic message handling 
rule based on the identified context: and 

at least one user interface object for defining at least one action to be 
performed if the at least one condition is satisfied, wherein the at least one action 
to be performed comprises at least one of the following: displaying a new item 
alert window, selecting a sound, playing the selected sound, previewing the 
selected sound, moving an e-mail message to a selected folder, speaking 
selected text, and previewing the selected text; and 

an advanced user interface object for defining the electronic message 
handling rule that contains all of the possible actions and all of the possible 
conditions . 
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
